Axalsic Glass Weights axe presecnretl aepaxately in 
the Departioent of Ceina and Medals^ and in that of 
Mcdisfival Antiquities j but the ccdritents of beth depart- 
menta have been iiiclctded in this Toluicnej with distiu- 
gnisbing lottexe. 

The diametex and weight of each specimen (except, 
when brohen) are given in English inches and grains. 
Tables for converting inches into milli metres ^and the 
raeaaures of Miomuet^s scale, and graine into gxaminee, 
are enpplied at the end of the volume-

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Many of the coin cEibiiietg of Europe contaia a few g'lasa 
disea^ closely I'eMmbling Arabic coins in weighty and 
inscriptionSd Tlua rceemblanee haa induced most numis¬ 
matist to classify tbom as pplasE coins^ nunmi mon- 
naiss de and in my earlieat; coQt-ributiou to the

to snpport this view by various arguments derived from 
examples preserved in the British Museum. These argu¬ 
ments^ however^ were suecessMly oomhatted by the late 
E,T, Eogers (jNrtm.

further study of the glass discs tbem&tlvesj as weUasof the 
historical evidence, leads to the inevitable conclusion that 
they Em nothing eko but sttmdet^d weights issuod by the 
government of the day for the purpose, mainljp of testing 
the accuracy of current oo-ias^ but also ocoasionally destined 
for other uses. 

The laoet dietiact stELtemeat on this snbjwt Mtherto 
disonvered in a trustworthy Arabio authority is that 
of El-Mnhaddeaee, wboj writing ia A.U* 085^ remarks in 
bis Maghnb (i, ^0), that the eeinB ia use in the domi¬ 
nions of the P^tiKiee Khaleefeh are the deendr^ and its 
fourth j the dirhom, halfj quarter, eighth and sixteenth 
(kharroobeh or khamoobehj of the dirhem; all of which 
are accepted by number (not hy weight); and be adds, 

the weights for monoy are made of glass, aad bear the 
same atamp as the ordinary rati [pound], namely tlie style 
of tbo [F^timce] Prince of the Faithful.^^ This state-

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ment is sufficient to lay to rest any doubts as to the uses 
to wbicb glass discs tverc pnt iu times; and it is 

corroborated by a passage m Ed-Demceree^e Ra^jydt el~ 
JT^i/wdyi (k 80) j vvhero it is related bowj when ^Abd-ol- 
Melikj ths; Amawee KhaJe^fehj inaugurated big pnrdy 
Mohammadan coinage^ he was udvisedj. in order to gecurtj 
nnifoimitj in weighty to ^^caat weights of glass^ which 
cannot alter either by inorease or by dearease.’’'' These 
appear to be tlie only rcfci^ces to glass standard weights 
for testing ccins hitherto notiood in the works of Arabia 
writers. Ibn-el-Atheer^ indeed^ mentions weights for test¬ 
ing coins (Kamilj iv* SS7)j bnt does not state of wliat 
matoriEd they \yere made. 

The evidenee of the weights themselves points nn- 
mistakeably to their I'clation to coins as standards of 
actumeyi Granting this apecbl pui'poscj we should expect 
to find the glass discs tallying in weight with the varioiis 
denominations of coins in circulation at the period to 
whSeh they belong, and further to find tbeir weight fairly 
uniform and constant for each dcuomination. This is pre^ 
ciscly what we do findj as an examination ol the following 
table of the glass weights in the British Museum collcetiou 
win demonstrate;—

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'“The foregoing table includes all the weights in the 
Museum series^ wiUx the -extseption of broken fragmentsi 
which poBSKB no metrological value^, and seven irregalar 
weights. Tt is remarkable that in. a aeries of about 3^0 
glass weights for deenArs and dirhems and their aub- 
divisionfi and mnltiplee (the fele will be discussed later)^ 
only seven shonld depart notably from the uniform etand- 
ard.^ The remainder are singularly uniifeTiia, when it is 
remembered that it ia not very easy to east glass exactly 
to a grain in weight, or ho modify the weight after it has 
hardened* The early weights bear the indication of the 
denoinination of coin whicib they are intended to test; 
as cJaoJiarj &c. The long eeriee 

of weights carry no such indicetion^ but when 

classed according to the standard estabbshed by the earlier 
wedghtSj they show almost eg^nal uniformity and exactitude. 
Tims the deco^r is seen to weigh 60 gri&. Troy4 In only 
one instance does it touch 67 grs,^ and only once falls to 
36, Out of 37 specimens, 28 weigh 66 or 63 grSi The 
half-deendr weighe uniformly 33 gre-; the thirds 22 gt&.; 
the quarter, 16 or 16 gra; and the double deen^r, 131 or 
132, only one falling to 126. Taking 6G as the standaiil 
weight of the deeni^r, the other denominations are seen to 
agree j the double ought to be, and is^ 132 j the half^ 33 ; 
the third, 22 j and the quarter, 16i (the glass weight here 
fells slightly abort) .t Again^ th^ dirhem, as ahowix by 
30 lexamplea in glass, weighs to 46 grs. Two-thirds 
of the 90 exhibit one or other of these weights; of the

The double diibem ought 
to be 91 to gi“s,( and out of 04 Fi&titaoe- speeiuoena 35 
weigh 9L to 9^ gi^., and 51 range from 89 to 94 gTs, {The 
eight ^Abbfcee donble-dirLema are legs regular^ but they 
average a minute fraction under 90 grs.)' The helf-dirhem 
fihonld be 3^^ or 33 gta*^ and of 44 Bpeeimeus, 33 weigh 
33 to 33 grTfi.j and only three fall below 30, TJie qaartoi^ 
dirhem should weigh 11 or 11^ gis.^ and with the oseep- 
tion of two of 10 gre. the 24 examples in the Museum all 
weigh from 11 t-o 12 grs. If we compare the weights 
recjorded by Mr. BogeiE in the artides referred we shall 
find that they tally T^ry doaely with tboee observed in the 
Museum collection. The accuracy of the glaes discs aa 
standard weights for deeui^rs and dirhem.&^ as well ae their 
doubles and subdivisionB, may therefore be accepted as 
proved. That they correspond to the known weights of 
the deenii'S and dirhems^ of thdr time is of course 
obvious to* the Tuimismatist. 

The column headeddemands careful consideration. 
The word fsk does not neccssaTily imply a Copper coin, 
though it was eommoulj used in this sense. It rather

From this it appears that the hhnrrooljeli and the IfeerAt 
are practkallj equivalent^ and their value may be taken as 
3 grs. in t hut their weight and proportion to the 

deen^r and dirheca varied in different dguntriee-^ 

The question at once arises, what coins^, if any^ were 
these weights intended to test ? One is avowedly a diihem 
of 13 kharroobehs—thus forming an exception to the 
general estimate of 18 kharroobehs to the dirhom.f Tlie 
red; are terined in their inscriptions great feh^ or half 
/flZe/-Tbje fels (according to theee examples) weighs any¬ 
thing from 37 to 97 grs*: the “ great fels^^ 90 gra-j and 
the half fele 27 gm. It is obvious that the denomination 
counts for ngthingj and that the number of kharroobehs or 
keer&^B stated in the insoriptbn is the real standard of 
weight, "What then wae to he tested with these glass

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weights of so manj keetA^ or khatroobebs ? Not deeoArs 
or dirhemSp siaoe only two or tbrea of these weights 
approsiimate the staailEirds of decndr? and dirhenia ; more- 
oirerj tbeeo coins have standard glass weights of their own, 
epeeified as anoh. Againj testing an indiTidnal copper eoin 
or fols by these standard weights wouJd he nseloee^ since 
the fcls is TOiy vanablc in weighty generally much worn and 
clipped^ and sometimes intentionally ent into quarters- 
The felfl^ moreover^ was usnally passed by wftightj not by 
number; and one is forced to the conclusion that these glass 
standards were used by the merchant to test the weight 
in copper of a certain number of when offered for 

goods. This theory wonld account for the numerooe 
Tarieties of weight employed,, as indicated by the figurea 
I4j 15^ 20^ 2^^ 27,30j kharroobehs or kserAti. The 

merchant ie sellings let ns suppose^ a piece of doth for two 
dirhems and a half^ and the bnyer has no hEilf-dirhctD, but 
tenders copper fuloos instead. These fuloos are of varying 
size and weighty but the proportioa of copper in kharFoobeha 
to the dirhem at the given time is of course knownj 
and the merchant would proceed to _ weigh the required 
number of fuloos by his standard glass weight of bo many 
kharroobchB, 

Besides coin weights^ the British Musenm possesses a 
few heavier glnss weights which represent the pound (rafl) 
and ounce (wukeeyeh)^ and were perhaps used for weighing 
a number of coins collectively. Some of these are inscribed 
with their dcnomiaationg: such are the or 2- 

pounds^ 5^70 gra. (but the apecimen is broken); the rati 
or pounds 8240 grs. (also broken) ; the half-ratl^ 1200 gra+ 
(also broken) j the quarter-ratli 1144 gra.^ the half- 
wuke^eh or half onnee^ 244 and 525 grs .; and the slith of 
a wnkeejehj 90 gra. The uninscribed discs weigh 171„ 116* 
111 grs. j a hoUow green glase cylinder^ closed at both ends* 
weighe 4900 grs-; a glass ring (perhaps merely an oruament) 
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8000 and a sqnaie block, Tvith a oeutral bolcp 

1^60 gra. On a weiglit toe what appears to be the ntiHiei'al 
r (2) upon itj weight, ISO gra^ j a-notlier hue tho lott-ex ^^ 
wt 147 gre.; and a third beju-a the reprefientation of a figuro, 
seated ero&]eggcd> wearing a tnrban^ and holding a bottlo- 
iu bis right hand and a wme-cup in his left* We le&i'n 
from SauvEiire (ii. 93) that the Egyptian ra^l (for this 
weight varied greatly in diflereut countnea) weighed 691^ 
gra. of ooriij. or eontnitied IS oz* (wnkeeyeh)^ At this rata, 
th e sijeth of a wuhceyeh weight of 9 6 grs+ is exactly right j 
the half-ounce of S44 gre* wants 44 gra, to be Ml 
weight;* the other hnlf-ounce of 6S5 gTB. is ineiplioahle ^ 
the quarter of a pound, 1144 grs* le aleo very short of 
weight. The broken weights must of course be dis- 
xegarded. Of the uninecribei weights, those of 4900,3000, 
and 3460 grs., may Tepresent the rati, roomfifl, the Halab 
ounce^ and the double oiidc 6 of the 

Tho Ecarcity of krge glas weighte may be accounted for 
by the brittle nature of the material; for a large piece of 
glass is moiie likely to he broken than a email one, if 
accidpnfally dropped. Eat the great preponderance of 
fimall glass weights ib probably due chiefly to the fact that 
glass was epecifllly reserved for testing the weight of coins, 
whilst copper and other materials conld more easily be 
employed for the heavier weights jicquir^ for weighing 
merohandiBfi- It ia singular, however, tfiat so m any weights- 
of the E4timee period Bhoold iepK@ent dirhems and their 
'"sub-divieionsj whilst Fitimea dirhem& are very rare in com¬ 
parison with deendrs; and one is forced to the oondneion 
that the silver coinage of the Fddmes Khaleefehs, in spits 
of its flcarccncss in modern collcctdons, nnist originally have 
hcon very numerous*

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A cursory examiriiitjoiL of to ineeriptions on glass 
weights shows that they were Bpecklly anl almost es- 
clueively used in Egypt, Only tw apeoimens bear the 
rLamea of places; one of these ie Mi&r, whieh meaua the 
capital of Egypt^ and the other ia El-Mensooi^eeyeli^ a 
Tunisian city under the rule of the Egyptian sovei^eign. 
Almost all the names of governors and princes found on 
the weighta. indicate an Egyptian origin. Of forty-three 
weights bcELring the natnes of governors under the Kha- 
leefeha of Bamascas and Baghdad, thirty-four indicate 
holders of office (govcrnoi^j treasurergj in Egypt^ one 
has the word Miar^ and it is fair to assume that the other 
eight jiameSj though not hitherto identiEed^ were thoae of 
Egyptian officials. Eighteen weights present the names 
of ^ALifcAaee Khaleefelis, without any indicatioriL of locality: 
bnt it is notoworthy that they all belong to times when 
Egypt was under the rule of governors or princefl ' who 
flohnowledged the BUpremaoy of the ^ AbbAeee Khaleefehe. 
Bo long as their rivals tlie FAtimees held Bgypt^ not a-aingk 
glass weight appears with an ^AbbfiBee name i but as booh 
ag ^^b-ed-deen bad restored the aJJegiance of Egypt to to 
^Ahb^i^eeBj the names of the Khaleefelis El-Mustadse and 
and En-^14^ appear on the weights—a sufficient indica¬ 
tion of their Egyptian origin. The great rntyority of glass 
weights hear the nameB of the E^timee Kbakefths: but 
none c:thlbits a, Fd^timee name or date prior to their 
conquest of Egypt- It may^ therefore^ le taken as 
proved that the UGe of glass weights as standards for 
testing coins was cbaracteristic of Egypt^ andj ^ far as 
can be proved, of Egypt alone* Had they been used 
elsewherej the names of prioccs and governors, other thau 
Egyptian, would surely have been found upon them. It 
may bo added that the great majority of the glass 
weights in the British Museum Vere discovered in 
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Eg^jptj in the riibbi^ heaps round C^Lto and Pust4t anrl 
elsewherOj largely bj the industry of tlie Rev. Grerille 
Cheater. 

In the present etafe of our knowkdg^e nuy inquiiy into 
the origin of tliis use of glass Tveigbts in Eg'ypt would be 
prenmture, Tlic manufnetnre of objeeta in glass of 
. CDurBOj commouL among the aneient Egyptiana^ and the art 
was never neglected in later times. And^ elthongb 
specially cbaracteristio of the penod of Mobammadan lulo 
in Egypt^ glass weighta of tb,e Roman and Byaantine 
ages are not uneommon. The British Mnseum possessea 
nearly eighty of these older weights^ which were no- 
donbtedly mauqfEtotuiod in Ugyptj where they were found, 
for the most part by tbo Rov+ Gtt^lIIo Chester* The Bysan- 
tiuo glass weights conform fairly elosoly to the standard of 
the solidus oF 63 grs., wluoh waa the origin of the Mohiim- 
madau deen^r of 6t> grs. The figures run^ appi-osimately, 
64* 65'7, 07 4, 67 7, 6B'3, 69, 70 4 j 3£, 3^ 5, 33-4, 34, 
34-4, .34'3j 17*^, 17, 177, 13,—reprsEenting the 

floUduBj half, and qnaTter, and very nearly the deeu^r, half, 
and quarter* Tho dovioe on those weighta is generally a 
bust OP head, and some ha-ve inscriptione recording the 
'uame of the ruler of the proYince* That these are the 
direct anceBtorg of the Arabic glass weights is beyond 
question. ^ ' 

The older, Roman, glitsa diaes present typing dStJoubJj^ 
Egyptjaji—such as the hgnre of Harpocrates, BeSi Serapia, 
Tsisj the ibisj the ram* Their weight, however, ia not 
uniform like the Byzantine. Older still is tbe ono 
Thoeniedan glass disc in the British Museum, bearing 
the words HD (^Abd Msr] in Phoenician round a 
buIFs head,^Bnd weighing IPS gra* These variouB speci- 
meua carry the history of glass weights cousidcrat^ly 
further hack than Mobammadan times* The Arabs found

weights app^ear in so sporadic a laaziner;^ ate questions to 
which at present 710 answer seems to he forthcoming.
